Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfiiUy requested. 

In accord with 37 C.F.R. § 1.121, the amendment to the claims and a complete listing of 
all pending claims in the application begin on a separate sheet. The amendment adds no new 
matter into the application. For the convenience of the Office staff, the amendment is placed in 
the below Appendix and incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

Taking the art rejections first, the Examiner has modified the previous rejections of 
record, rejected Claims 10-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Petersen et 
al. and Byars et al. in view of Liem et al. for reasons set forth on pages 15-17 of the Office 
action and rejected Claim 17 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Petersen et 
al. as modified by Byars et al. and Liem et al. as applied to Claim 10 above, and further in 
view of Frantz etal. and Pijoan for reasons set forth on pages 17 and 18 of the Office action. 

At the outset, Applicants gratefully acknowledge that, although agreement was not 
reached, the Examiner had kindly indicated allowable subject matter to the undersigned 
attorney during ttie telephone interview of August 22, 2005, made of record in this case. 
Consequently, with one minor exception, the present amendment to the method of Claim 10 
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
